A “ BENNO ADAM,"

One of the most remarkable animal paint¬ 
ings ever exhibited in this City is now to be 
seen at the Gibbons Art Gallery, corner of 
Seventeenth street and Fifth avenue. It is 
the “ Death of the Fox,” painted in Munich 
by Benno Adam. The scene represents Rey¬ 
nard overtaken in a race for life, at the foot of 
a large tree, the trunk of which has sprouted 
thick branches near the earth. Almost under 
the shadow of these dark-green tangled 
sprouts the fox is brought to a standstill, being 
headed off by one hound, who has caught his 
throat with a fierce grasp of his large, thickly 
toothed jaws, and by another dog who has 
buried his fangs in one haunch. The third 
hound, who is belated, is rushing on the 
scene gasping from eager pursuit, his eyes 
aflame, his jaws fairly snapping, his attitude 
that of bounding, when one more spring will 
bring him to the finish. Every detail of this 
work is finely portrayed. The fur of the fox, 
and the points of the dogs are faithfully pro¬ 
duced. There is great action in the picture, 
and it will prove a treat to sportsmen and 
those interested in coursing especially.
